Mained afloat. Only 80 of them re- 
mained, however, when after many 
hours the steamer. Roanoke came to 
their assistance, Capt. P. A, Doran,

The San Pedro was picked up by 
the steamer George W. Elder and is 
now being towed into Eureka. It is 
reported that 80 of the passengers 
and crew of the Columbia were saved 
and that 150 were drowned, includ- 
ing Capt. Doran. 

The Columbia sailed from here on 
Saturday at_11 a. m. bound for Part- 
land. She had a passenger list of 
189, 168 being cabin and 21 © steer- 
age. The collision occurred at mid- 
night, when all on board, save the 
lookout ‘and officer of “the bridge, 
were asleep in’ their births. The Co- 
lumbia was steaming north at.an easy 
rate, having left here at noon on Sa-| 
turday. Suddenly out of the fog 
loomed the dark hull. of the San Pe- 
dro, southbound, which was evident- 
ly out of her course. Whistles were 
blown and frantic efforts made by the 
helmgmen of each vessel to avoid the 
collision were of no avail, The San 


Pedrojgtruck the steamer in the port 
bow; ing an immense hole in her 
side igh which the waur sted 
in great volume. Alarms were soun- 


ded throughout the passenger ship, 
and the terrified passengers scrambled 
from their staterooms in their efforts 
to escape from the doomed vessel. 
But the time was too short to aid 
the lifesavers. The vessel sank with- 
in five minutes of the time of collis- 
sio, A little raft was launched with 
a number of passengers on board. "he 
steamer Roanoke, carrying a number 
of the dead and some of the rescued 
passengers, reached here bringing the 
news of the disaster. The dead were 
conveyed to the morgue.

Commission held its last session before 
proceeding to Manitoba. 

The first witness was W. J. Williame 
son, of Wiiliamson Bros., Edmonton, 
who said his firm conducted an inde- 
pendent business. 

When he was manager for P. Burns 
& Co., at Wetaskiwin. he never heard 
of any attempt to combine to raise 
prices. 

Last year the price of pork was 12144 
and lic. this year. The increase was 
due to increase in price of live stock, 
from 514 to 74ge, They had not yet ree 
duced the price, although the price of 
live hogs had dropped. They had 
dropped money and wished to recover a 
little of their loss before reducing prices. 

When beef was costing 8!¢c dressed 
last winter he raised the best cuts to 18¢ 
and lowered the other cuts, Parts of 
briskets, necks and shanks sold at 2c. to 
3c, per pound. For dressed beef he was 
paying 8c up to ten days ago. Witness 
stated it paid better to buy dressed 
meats than to maintain a slaughter 
house, 

Mutton was costing 15c, dressed, at 
present. The best cuts were sold for 
20c, Stewing mutton was sold at 8c to 
10c. There was no profit in mutton at 
those prices. 

On a steer dressing 600 lbs. he esti- 
mated that a side would cut up as 
follows :—

At these figures the total evlling price 
of the meat would be $54.94. 

Some cuts were sold higher to emall 
customers for 18c. These price were 
quoted to hotele and restaurants, where 
80 much trimming was not required. 

“Counting the cost of collection,’ 
said Mr. Williamson, ‘these high prices 
do not average as much as the smaller 
prices, when meat is sold in large 
quantities.’’ 

This steer would cost $40 as the prices 
ruled now. The hide and offal would 
realize $4.90, reducing the price to $35.10 
and making the gross profit $19.84. 
From this must be taken the cost of 
keeping the shop open, labor and other 
expenses, 

Mr. Williamson objected that this 
comparison was not fair as no butcher 
could cut up a carcass and sel! it as fig- 
ured in the diagram submitted to him. 
Tn retailing the carcass a deduction of 
15 pounds to the hundred should be 
made. 

W. F. Stevens, secretary of the Alber- 
ta Farmer’s Association, was called 
again. He took exception to the state- 
ment of Mr, Gainer, who said in his 
evidence when the Commission sat in 
Edmonton lust Monday, that a hog only 
dressed two-thirds of ite live weight. 
He said that it might be true if the hog 
were allowed to run and fatten as it 
could, but a well fed hog would shrink 
not more than 25 percent. In his ex- 
periences he found hogs that frequently 
Farmers claimed 
that the dealers did not pay any more 
for well fed hogs than for poorly fed 
animals. 

With regard to the resolutions he 
submitted when before the Commission 
last week, Mr. Steyens stated that none 
of them was the result of agitation or 
canvass of the members of the A. F, A. 
In July, 1906, he sent a circular letter 
to the secretaries of the different 
branches of the association in Alberta 
requesting each branh to put its posi- 
tion with respect toa government pork 
packing house on record. He received 
in response 20 resolutions in favor of 
the government undertaking the 
scheme. ‘These resolutions were all 
sent to the minister of agticulture. 
Backed up by these resolutions the cen- 
tral association passed a _ resolution 
strongly supporting the Papers at its 
late meeting. , 

A. R. Turner, of the J. y. Griffin Co , 
was the last witness examined. He 
said he had been in Edmonton since 
January 22nd and during that time had 
dealt only in cured meats and was con- 
sequently uninformed regarding the 
prices paid for the live material in 
Winnipeg where all ef their meat is 
purchased, In reply toa question put 
by Mr. Nolan, Mr. Turner stated that 
the freight and vartage rates would fg- 


dvewned whilst ‘ gregate about one cent per pound frem

The disrepute into which 
members of these societies opererating 
abroad, particularly in the United 
States, have brought upon their country- 
men is no duubt one of the main reasons 
for the praiseworthy activity of the 
Italian Minister of the Interior. The 
Black Hand Society, whose murders in 
New York have attained almost world- 
wide notoriety, has been a curse to 
respectable Italians, and has caused 
thousands of them to be regarded with 
unjist suspicion by native born Ameri- 
cans and foreigners from other coun- 
tries. 

A tittle more than a yeas ago occurred 
the event which precipitated the war 
upon the Camorra. A man named 
Cuacalo wae found-dead, his body cov’ 
ered with stabs ani gashes, as happens 
to victims of the society’s vengeance. 
Soon after, the body ofhis wife was 
found, mutilated inthe same horrible 
way, and'an investigation “showed that 


\¢he murders had beet simultaneott. 


There was the usual half-hearted search- 


jes, and some over-zealous young police- 
J@nen went a0 fat as to arresta number 


of suspected persone. They were dis- 
éharged in dve course, ae every one 


| expected, and the matter dropped. 


After an interval of some months, it 
was vigorously revived by the Minister 
ofthe Interior, who proceeded to hold 
an investigation,, notinto the crime 
itself, but into the conduct of thie police. 
Asa result, the Quaestor, or chief of 
Naples was dismissed, with several 
other officials. and the investigation 
judge was dismissed. Then the Minis- 
ter placed the case in the hands of the 
darabineers, a body half police and half 
soldiers, that corresponds roughly to 
our North West Mounted Pollce, not 
only in organization, but in the courage 
and high spirit of ite members. Shame- 


fully underpaid as they are, the carabi- 
neers are a loyal and concientious body 
of men, who form about the only real | 
protection the country enjovs against | 


the Camorra.

have arrested some hundreds of persons,

*ccused of participation or guilty know- 
ledge of the double murder. In Naples 
this is taken as an intimation that the 
Government has declared warto the 
knife on the Jamorristi. 

Some interesting facts concerning 
this ancient and formidable society are 
givenin the New York Sun, which 
thinks the Italian Government has 
undertaken a task as herculean and 
praiseworthy in determining to crush it 
out. There are two divisions of the 
order, the alta, or high and the basga, or 
low, the former containing one head 
chief, twelve chiefs of the second grade, 
and the Camorristi, or full members. 
The lower section is for the ‘honored 
lads,” namely thugs, who are tbo young 
for full membership, and the recruits. 
To the recruits falls most of the dirty 
work of the order. They do the stab- 
bings, for they are expecied to give 


) some signal proof of their courage and 


depravity before graduating to full 
membership. - According to the Sun’s 
information, members of the Camorra 
can be identified by tatoo marks drawn 
on some visible parts of the pereon, but 
lightly, so as to be noticeable onl; ona 
close look, The woutd-be assassin is 
marked with a straight dotted line at 
first, and when hehas won his spurs, 
another dot is placed above the line. 
Thenceforth promotion depends upon 
the heights of villainy to which he can 
attain. Arrest and imprisonment mean 
advancement inthe order. If they are 
fined,the order supplies the funds. 

The Camorra live on blackmail. It is 
said that every farmer.every cab driver, 
every wine shop, every money lender 
doing business in Naples, is eubject to a 
‘tax. Ifitis not paid, the recalcitrant 
finds ‘some ‘misfortune overtake him, 
varying from the stabbing of his mule 
or ox to the cutting off of his. ears. 
Complaint to the local. police is: worse 
than useless, for not only is no help giv- 
en, but the society learns of the appeal, 
and another outrage follows. ‘It is open- 
dy charged ‘that the civil police ‘are 
either afraid of of the Camorrieti or are 
in league with them, and this is the 
reason why the carabineers have euper- 
seded them in the war upon the terrible 
society. In at least one case a priest 
was found to be a member of the order 
abdlits ramifications penetrate to high 
officials, Now, however, the king has 
personally intervened, and the word 


has gone forth ‘that Italy means to rid 
herself of the greatest reproach to her 
civilization.

ain A resolution was passed at that 
meeting expressing the earnest hope 
that the man selected for this position 
should be a gentleman of unblemished 
character, on whose public or: private 
life there was no stain. 

The growing concern for the, reputae 
tion of our public nen says an exchange 
is certainly a healthy sign of our nation- 
al life, and it should be encouraged and 
| cultivafed. 

A man’s public aud private life can- 
not be dissoclated. The dishonest or 
immoral man, however clever he may 
be in the disciargeof his official duties, 
is an unworthy representative of the 
people, and the sooner this comes to be 
the universal!y accepted conviction of 
people the bet:er for the country in 
every way, 

There ought to be no necessity for 
such a resolution of caution as that 
to which we have referred, from any 
body of citizens. We jbope that there 
was no danger, and that the peril 
against which they wished to guard was 
imaginary. For thiscountry to be rep- 
resented in the highest court of the 
Tealm by aman on whuse character 
there reatedl a stigma, would de a humil- 
iation and a shame which years would 
not efface. It is to the interest of all 
Classes of citizens to work together for 
the purifying of public life and for the 
establishinent of one standurd of morals 
for men in all callings and in all posie 
tions of life.

j A Popcorn Party For Children. 

' A correspondent in Mother's Maga- 
zine tells of a popcorn party recently 
given for children and described it so 
that it seems almost a 
crime that every little boy and girl 
cannot enjoy the pleasure of such a 
good time. 


' “4 kitchen perty,’ it said in the 
notes of invitation, and “bring an 


apron with you.” 

The kitchen was large and roomy 
ond was decorated, in keeping with the 
festive occasion, with colored tissue 
paper ornaments and féestoons of pop- 
corn, Strings of colored popcorn fes- 
tooned the chandelier over the dining 
room table, and the candlelights had 


| pink crepe paper shades ornamented 


with strings of popcorn, all of the 
same length, that hung down from the 
top of the shade all around two inches 
below, as a fringe of beads or crystals 
would do. 

Pretty little souwenirs and decora- 
tions on the table were mude of pop- 
corn that the hostess had prepared as 
small baskets, with ribbon wound wire 
handles, decorated with a ribbon bow 
A little ship stood as 
a centerpiece on a glass mirror, with 
a shore of popeorn. The boat shape, 
made of stiff paper, was entirely cov- 
ered with white popeorn, It had white 
sails, and the mainmast was also coat- 
éd with kernels of the popped corn. 
The boat was filled with+a cargo of 
nuts and the little baskets with bon- 
bons. 

Jolly souvenirs for each place had 
been made of orange skins, the skins 


| being divided halfway in four sections, 


when the pulp was neatly removed 
whole. Flaky popcorn was dropped in, 
then the sections pressed together with 
sugar sirup. A crown of popeorn 
adorned the top. Circles were cut out 
and popped corn set in for eyes, hay- 
ing the smoothest part turned out, with 
a dab of black paint for the pupil of 
the eyes, another for the nose, and the 
slit for the grinning mouth was filled 
tn with gleaming teeth. A double frill 
of yellow and black tissue paper was 
glued in place under each, 

| ‘The little guests came in time to help 
prepare some of the supper refresb- 
ments in the popcorn line. The boys 
were given the hardest part of the 
work—shelling the corn—while the 
girls, two at a time, could pop the corn 
on the ample space the range afforded, 
As fast as this was ready the hostess 
prepared it in an appetizing form, as 
molasses popcorn balls, assorted pop- 
| eorn bars and popcorn potatoes. As 
these are a decided novelty for chil- 
| dren, the process of their making 
should be explained.
